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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 27 April 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The examiner appreciates the comments relating to each of the independent 
claims. The amendments to each of the independent claims have rendered 
independent claims 21, 62, and 82 as statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101. The applicant 
appears to focus the arguments on claim 62, which involves the computer-readable 
medium type claim, but no specific argument to claims 1 and 42. Since claims 1 and 42 
have added positive limitations of "for transferring" (such as in the body of the claim). 
As a result, the amendment for claims 1 and 42 have not overcome the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 101. 

Regarding the rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph for indefiniteness 
of scope for an unclear disclosure of the corresponding structure for performing the 
recited function. The applicant has amended the claim, but has not overcome the 
rejection in that it is still unclear what structure performs the claimed functions. For 
example, what structure (disclosed in the specification) performs, "requesting a range of 
addresses within said first computer-readable data storage device in communication 
with the first computer system?"

Claims 21, 23-41 , 62-82, 84-102 are allowed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 



Claims 1-20 and 42-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Independent claims 1 and 42 fail to positively recite as a limitation to the claim a 
practical application, in that the claimed invention does not produce a useful, concrete, 
and tangible result. 

Independent method claim 1 and apparatus claim 42 are seemingly patentable 
processes but in reality are seeking patent protection for a formula in the abstract, fail to 
recite a limitation (in the body of the claim) for producing a useful, concrete, and 
tangible result. 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 42-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 42-60 are written which invokes 35 USC § 112, sixth paragraph, however, 
it is unclear in that there is no disclosure of structure for performing the recited function 
(See MPEP 2181).
